In response to a telephonic request received 
, at 901 a. n. from JliRlIS HELTON GARNER, he was lnter- 
N viewed In front of his restaurant located at 1052 
'Norths ids Drive, Northwest, Atlanta, Georgia. 

GARNER opened the conversation by stating 
"Lee is not Galt." He then made available the registration 
records for his rooming house. It was again noted these 
records do not reflect a registration in the name of GALT. 
At the sane time, GARNER produced on envelope bearing 
the printed name "Eric S. Cult." CAFNNR said this name 
was printed thereon by GANT when GARNER requested his 
full name. Other han Jwi’i L ten notations there on were, 
according to GARNER, prepared by himself. 

GARNER stated that subsequent to a prior 
interview, he had been searching his -records and his
